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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/29/2005 
has been entered. 

Aiiowabie Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed over prior art. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-16, the prior art fails to teach an x-ray source having a 
flexible sealing member which couples an electron-generation chamber containing an 
electron beam source and a target chamber containing a movable target as claimed in 
independent claims 1 and 1 1 . 

Claims 2-10 and 12-16 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.

Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant’s disclosure. 

Weiss (US 4104531) teaches an electron-generation chamber (12) and a target 
chamber (35) (figure 7) but fails to teach the flexible sealing member. 

Levering et al. (US 5689542) teaches an electron-generation chamber (22) and a 
target chamber (14) (figure 5) but fails to teach the flexible sealing member.
